mates and with greater pecuniary profit and ad- 
vantage to the Government and to the Colony 
than even [ ventured to anticipate. [n only 
one respect has that project failed to accomplish 
all that-was ‘expected from it. My principal 
object in suggesting it was to relieve the over: 
crowding ia the alder portions af the City and 
so improve’ the’ general sanitary condition of 
the Culony, then greatly in need of. improve- 
ment.

Sir,—I am directed ta inform you that the 
Governor has had under consideration your 
letter of the t2th of June in which you propose 
ascheme fora large reclamation from the sea 
between Arsenal Street and East Point dnd for 
the utilisation of Morrison Hill and Mount 
Shadwell in conncetian with the reclamation. 

His Excellency is prepared to view favour: 
ably your sitzgestion that the reclamation 
should be carricd out on behalf of the Marine 
Lot holders by the Government, rather than 
that the Government should exercise its un- 
doubted right to make the ‘reclamation on its 
own account. 

But His Excellency is not prepared to con- 
cede the terms, unduly favourable to the Marine 
Lot holders, which aré ‘proposed in your letter. 

The value of the laiid-which will be com- 
prised in this new Reclamation is and must be 
a matter of opinion, and since it cannot be 
dstermined now, Eis Excellency is prepared to 
recommend to. the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, whose sanction must be obtained 
before any reclamation is made, the following 

tinciple for ensuring that the Government on 
pehal of the whole Colony obtains a, fair share 
with the Marine Lot holders in the profits of the 
reclamation, namely that the expense of the re- 
clamation be pravided in the same way as was

ever losses or inconveniences there were—and 


‘| now that the reclamation is finished and their

the lapse of time and the steady increase in the 
population and in the trade and shipping of the 
Colony has made them as valuable for purposes 
of sale as the old Marine Lots ever were, They 
have, therefore, ‘all the profits derivable from 
the value of the new made land, 

7. In Wanchai the state of affairs is wholly 
different.’ It never has been and never will be 
an important business quarter. No Trading 
sJunks anchor there. No Chinese Merchants or 
‘Traders of any position reside and carry on 
their work there; only the pooter classes fre- 
quent that neighbourhood. It is only within 
a comparatively recent peziod that there’ has 
been any business there at all even far the 
godawns. The division of the City caused by 
the interposition of the Naval and Military 
establishments has preverited the Chinese from 
settling there, and the immense expansion 
in progress of the Naval Yard 
seaward will only anyphasize the separa- 
tion. The whole length of the Wanchai 
praya is and always has been occupied almost 
cntircly by godowns, and they are mainly used 
for the storage of coal and of the heavier and 
Jess expensive kinds of merchandise. The. 
business of those..godowns will be at once 
affected by the commencement of praya recla- 
mation werks. The goods stored in them can-' 
not stand the additional expense of carriage 
‘wien their access to the sea is impeded. Now 
the godowns are 50 feet from'the sea wall, 
Then they will be’ 550 feet. They .will have 
all of them to be pulled down, ‘and the space 
they now occupy covered with Chinese houses, 
At.present rates (and there isino prospect of 
any fall in prices), it will cost at the rate ‘of 4 
the present Marine Lots and 
cover them with Chinese houses equal to pre- 
sent sanitary requirements. The Marine Lot 
Holders assenting to the proposed. praya recla- 
mation at Wanchai will lose the profits of their 
godown business for varying periods—some of 
them for three years—and ta enable them to 
Utilize their lots will have to expend on'new 
duildings.at the rate of $42 square foot.

intimate knowledge of the Colony and its busi- 
ness to-justify'me. The reclaination of the 
Eastern praya and the remaval of the Hospital 
and Morrison Hills are works that in the interest 
ofthe Colony must be done sooner or later. 
The rapid expansion of the’ Colony and of its 
business demands it.. Now is the time,
